A FEW directions may be of some use to those who wish to 
follow the Author's plan of teaching.

IX. and X.-.The child is iirst 
taught the powers of the combined consonants at the begin- 
niiig of the lessons, and then proceeds to spell the syllables in 
eac^ by saying gl— a, gla, &c When the combination th 
soniMs as in tmn^ there Is a dot put below the h ; but when it 
sounds as in that, the dot is not used. 

Lesson XV.— At this stage the short or shut sounds of the 
vowels are taught ; then the child is directed to pronounce the 
vowel and the consonant together, which he must do without 
having ireoourse to spelling. 

Lesson XVIII. — The words in this lesson are spdkd by 
naming the power of the first consonant, and then sounding 
tho xowel with the last ; as^ f«^ &t. The combinaUe con 
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sonaiits in the succeeding lessons are to be pronoaneed as form- 
erly taught, and the vowel is to be joined to the consonant at 
the end of the word ; as, fl — ap, flap ; spr — ig, sprig.' 

Lesson XXIV. — The pupil is here informed that the rowels 
have their long or name sounds, when « is at the end of the 
syllable, and must be pronounced along with the conioDant 
without spelling. In the lessons following this, the words are 
spelled as directed above : the only thing to be pointed oat is, 
to give the vowels their same sounds wImb the weri toca d fai e^ 
and the shut sounds when diey end in a consonantt

Lesson XLII. — It was thought better not to tronble the
